New Orteans Conditions Improve. 

Conditions in New Orleans were 
being improved rapidly. Public serv- 
ice corporations and municipal depart- 
ments have employed hundreds of 
extra laborers and the workmen 
operating both day and night were 
bringing order out of chaos. Tele- 
phones in. many sections of the city, 
which had been useless since Wed- 
nesday, were operating today and 
light service was resumed in several 
districts. Trolley service in the west- 
é€rn part of the city, which had been 
flooded, was resumed on several lines, 
but there still remain some quarters 
Where small boats and skiffs formed 
the only means of transportation. The 
waters were receding, however, and 
it was expected the streets would be 
cleared within the next two or three 
days. 

Wire Service Restored. 

Telegraph and telephone companies 
today had succeeded in running nearly 
a score of wires into New Orleans from 
points where interrupted communica- 
tion had been maintained through the 
storm. The cotton and other exchanges 
which ceased operations Wednesday 
when telegraphic communication with 
the outside world was interrupted, will 
resume trading tomorrow, it was said.

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U.S. TROOPERS IN FIGHT 
WITH MEXIUAN RAIDERS 


Running Engagement in 
Brownsville District—-No Cas- 
ualties on Either Side. 


Brownsville, Texas, October 3.—A de- 
tachment of the United States border 
patrol exchanged shots today with a 
small band of Mexican raiders near La 
Feria, about thirty miles northwest of 
Brownsville, without casualties on 
either side. The Mexicans escaped after 
a running fight. 

Lieutenant John A. Considine, of the 
Sixth cavalry, who was in command 
of the troops, reported that the Mexi- 
cans fired from ambush when the cav- 
alry rounded a turn in the road near 
La Feria, but beat a hasty retreat when 
the troopers returned the fire. After 
following the Mexicans through the 
brush for some distance and exchang- 
ing occasional shots, the soldiers lost 
the trail. 

No other disorder was reported to- 
day, but reports were received at army 
headquarters here on the gathering of 
several hundred men on the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande. Today was a 
fiesta day in Mexico, and as a precau- 
tionary measure the boundary patrol 
was strengthened tonight. One report 
said that about 500 men were encamped 
near Rio Bravo, and all were armed. 

Two trainloads of Carranza troops 
left Matamoros today. Their destina- 
tion was kept secret, but it was be- 
lieved here that they would attempt 
to disperse bandits who were reported 
to have established a base several 
miles west of Matamoros.

SUPPORT THE MILITIA. 

When men give up their time in order 
tO periorm a voluntary duty to the state 
and the nation, there are at least two things 
to which they are entitled. One of these is 
suificient support from state and nation to 
cover equipment, armory headquarters, the 
expense of instruction and adequate pay 
for the and men at times when 
they are called into active service. 

Of State and national support 
come first; without them there could be no 
militia or, in its broader designation, na- 
tional guard. organization which is at 
once state and national, and whick, under 
proper direction, might easily be made the 
foundation of even a larger active army 
than the United States possess today. 

Of almost equal import igs the moral 

backing of the business men of the com 
munity, individually and in civic organiza- 
tions, who are among the first to recog- 
nize the importance of the national guard, 
first to cal] upon it in case of emer- 
and often the last to turn a 
hand when these same military organiza- 
tions need them to help get essential sup- 
port, or when asked for a week’s leave of 
absence for one or two of their men in order 
that they may get the instruction that is 
d to make them efficient. 
The progress of the na- 
tional guard has been slow and difficult, 
larzely because of the fact that state leg- 
tures look upon it somewhat in the nature 
of a stepchild. Winety-nine per cent of the 
actual service of the national guard today, 
the country over, is done for the respective 
states-in which these organizations exist; 
and yet their chief support comes from the 
federal which only 
the richt of keep them- 
up to standard, and that they are 
ready for service in case the United States 
should have need to call upon them. 
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it is a well-known fact that the national 
guard of Georgia gets from this state only 
about one-fourth what is given it by the 
United States war department which fur- 
nishes arms, ammunition, uniforms and 
equipment. 

The poor $25,000 a year which Georgia 
appropriates military purposes barely 
meets office and contingent expenses. One 
big riot call, should it come, might wipe 
out the whole appropriation; and, on the 
other hand, it might find nothing left to 
“wipe out,” because of previous necessary 
expenditure. - 

The very presence of a well organized 
militia is an important and valuable asset 
to the state because it insures that pro- 
tection to property which keeps down in- 
surance rates; because it insures that pres- 
ervation of law which adds to the safety of 
life and property, and strengthens the real 
estate security which is put back of a 
loan. Better terms and lower rates of in- 


for 


‘terest may be traced in part directly to the 


presence of an adequate national guard. 

As a thing of great value in time of 
peace, the national guard should unques- 
tionably have as full and substantial a sup- 
port as the state can give it; as an instru- 
ment of defense in case of attack, it is 
worthy of even greater consideration. 

Business men everywhere who readily 
understand the need for it and who have 
lone profited by the presence and activity 
of its organization, should be foremost in 
the effort to procure its adequate recogni- 
tion by the legislature; its support at least 
to the point of an efficiency which it might 
easily attain, if, it had the means at its 


command. 


FATE OF THESUBMARINE. 


It is at least a peculiar. olncidence that 


following a period of apparent inactivity 


on the part of German submarines among 


British merchantmen comes the story of 


the ‘probable destruction of at least seventy 
German submarines by methods which have 
been devised by the English to meet the 
menace of the undersea craft. 
Let us even accept Germany’s statement, 
with regard to which we are not yet fully. 
assured, that there will be no more attacks 
without warning upon passenger liners, and 
that passengers will be given every oppor- 
tunity to get to safety; and, accepting this. 
we may say no more such attacks are be- 
ing made. At the same time that would 
not account for the apparent cessation of 


activity on the part of the German U-boats, | 


with several hundred vessels leaving and 
entering British ports every day. 

Absence of their activity is at least 
circumstantial evidence of the foundation 
for the English report that some seventy 
of these German undersea craft have been 
sunk or captured through various methods 
which the British admiralty has adopted in 
fighting them. ‘These methods include a 
new submarine telephone for the detection 
of sounds, and stations connected with 
land; the use of steel nets in which it is 
reported submarines have become entangled 
and either been captured or lost; and, 
finally, what is said to be the most effect- 
ive method of attacking submarines is the 
use of large fleets of swift motor boats 
mounting 3-inch guns which are capable 
of piercing the hull of any of them. 

It is very true there have been times 
when German submarine activity showed 
extraordinary large results, but of late it 
has been diminishing rather than increas- 
ing as would have been the case with an 
increased number of submarine vessels 
brought into play. The inevitable conclu- 
sion is that Germany of late has lost sub- 
marines just about as rapidly as she could 
make them, if not just a little bit more so. 
There is scarcely any other way to account 
for the fact that there hasn’t been an Eng- 
lish merchant vessel of any kind sunk now 
for a week or more. 

If England has really devised a system 
which-in its infancy, in advance of its per- 
fection, has achieved this result, the 
triumph of. the submarine in offensive war- 
fare will truly have been shortlived. It 
may be true also that the efficiency of the 
submarine in defensive work will be some- 
what affected, but regardless of any plan 
of operation against it, as a factor in active 
coast defense it will have to be considered 
for a good many years to come. 

Neither the submarine telephone nor the 
motorboat can be successfully used by the 
invader, nor can steel nets be set until the 
enemy has established a footing. In the 
meantime, the work of the submarine 
against the war vessel and the troop ship 
have been done. 

So far as it is disclosed, the English 
plan looks like an admirable and efficient 
one for repelling attack and invasion by 
submarine. But wipe the English fleet from 
the seas and give that country a hundred 
submarines only for defense, and it is doubt- 
ful then if Germany could effect a landing. 

Fighting from land, England may have 
found a splendid method of defense against 
the submarine, but this lacks a great deal 
of proving that the undersea boat is not 
still as valuable a weapon of defense as 
it has been claimed to be. 


WHY EUROPE NEEDS CREDIT. 


The reasons why it is essential and im- 
portant that the United States should pro- 
vide a credit of half a billion or like amount 
for England and France are so clearly stat- 
ed in an editorial in The New York Times 
relative to this pending transaction, that 
we quote its conclusion, following an ex- 
tended discussion of the pending negotia- 


tions: 

Europe, collectively our largest cus- 
tomer, requires our surplus goods, finds 
it not impossible but inconvenient to 
pay therefor in cash, and asks for credit, 
which by every law of trade we are 
bound to give. It is open also to Ger- 
many on like terms, the only difference 
being that she is not in a position to 
avail herself thereof. Again, that is no 
fault of ours. We find it pertinent, fur- 
thermore, to say that earlier in the war 
German war bonds were brought to this 
country, advertised like other things, and 
sold to who would buy them with no 
protest against lending Germany our 
money or our credit because the borrower 
was the enemy of England, France and 
Russia. 

For the rest, by a failure of this loan, 
we should have.much more to lose than 
Germany’s enemies. The allies, if una- 
ble to obtain credit here, would buy 
fewer of our goods, and for those fewer 
soods pay us in coin we could less af- 
ford to take than they could afford to 
give. War is transient and has no future. 
Trade is permanent. 


In these concluding sentences of The 
Times’ editorial are stated not only the 
reasons why we must provide the credit 
now asked, but it is clearly demonstrated 
that it is in no sense a matter of prejudice 
or partiality. 

Every American financier, every. Ameri- 
can who has even a superficial understand- 
ing of financial problems, knows this. It 
is a trade situation which we must take 
care of regardless of circumstances. The 
existence of the war enters into it merely 
as an incident. A big European famine 
could bring about a similar situation. We 
must maintain a market for our surplus 
products or suffer the consequences.

The Holland Letter 


Ten million dollars is to be the commis- 
sion with which the syndicate which under- 
writes the Anglo-French loan is to be re- 
munerated. Standing by itself, it is a large 
sum of money, but if the co-operation in the 
underwriting be—as it is expected to be— 
far reaching and nation wide, then the pro- 
portionate part of this total of ten millions 
which each subscriber to the syndicate is to 
receive may not be very large. When the 
amount of work which is to be done by 
committee into whose hands the manage- 
ment of the syndicate is placed is considered, 
then it can be understood that the remuner- 
ation is not excessive, although in the ag- 
gregate it is ten million dollars. The com- 
mittee will earn whatever it receives. 

There will be a vast amount of labor per- 
formed until the loan is exhausted, and this 
will entail an effective organization. The 
necessity for this labor arises, according to 
statements of competent authority, from the 
manner in which the loan is to be handled. 
As an example of the method, which pre- 
sumably is to be adopted, it may be worth 
while to refer to the method perfected by 
John Sherman, while secretary: of the treas- 
ury at Washington, by means of which he 
marketed the government loan which was 
issued for the purpose of making the re- 
sumption of specie payment certain and 
easy. 

Secretary Sherman called for subscrip- 
tions to the bonds and received immediate 
favorable responses, so that at an early day 
he was able to contemplate full subscription. 
He caused it to be known to subscribers 
that he would not call at once for the full 
amount of their subscription, but he ex- 
pected that they would enter to the credit 
of the government upon their books the full 
amount of this subscription. He also inti- 
mated that he did not intend to call upon 
the banks for any part of their subscription 
unless he gave thirty days’ notice. At the 
end of the thirty days he would draw upon 
each bank an amount proportionate to its 
subscription, and in return therefor the 
bank would receive a corresponding amount 
of bonds. In this way, the placing of the 
loan was facilitated and the method, al- 
though not new, proved to be entirely satis- 
factory. 

While there is no authoritative statement 
regarding the method that will be adupted 
by the managing committee of the under- 
writing syndicate which will have in charge 
the underwriting of this loan, still it seems 
to be the general impression in the financial 
district that if a bank in Detroit or Minne- 
apolis—using these cities to furnish a con- 
crete illustration—has subscribed a hundred 
thousand dollars as member of the under- 
writing syndicate, it will enter that sum to 
the credit of the managers of the syndicate. 
Then when a payment to American expért- 
ers is to be made on account of the loan the 
managers will draw for the proportionate 
part of the bank’s subscription and in return 
therefor bonds of like amount are to be 
turned over to the bank. Therefore it is 
easy to see that when the amount is as great 
as five million dollars, and when the syn- 
dicate which has underwritten it is nation 
wide, a great deal of labor ig entailed in 
handling the mechanism, so to speak, by 
which this loan is made available. 

Where Will the Money Come From? 

One of the observations most commonly 
made in the financial district when this loan 
was under discussion relates to the propor- 
tionate amount which the New York mem- 
bers of the underwriting syndicate would 
subscribe to the aggregate of five hundred 
millions. Probably there never will be an 
autheritative statement which will show in 
detail what New York subscriptions and 
what all of the other subscriptions were. 
There are several reasons why it has not 
been expedient to make publication in detai1 
of the subscriptions. One of these reasons 
in itself would ‘be sufficient, and that is the 
fact that subscriptions would be the more 
easily obtained if there was no publicity 
concerning them. 

In some sections of the country there is 
some sensitiveness upon a subject of this 
kind. A bank might subscribe one hundred 
thousand dollars if it were not known that 
it had made a subscription of that kind. 
If it were known there might be comparison 
with the subscriptions made by other banks, 

When the one hundred million gold pool 
was organized, a little more than a year 
ago, every national bank with t’wo or three 
exceptions having become a member of the 
syndicate, there was no general knowledge 
in detail of the amount subscribed in each 
instance. It was, however, the common im- 
pression in the financial district that the 
proportionate part borue by the New York 
members of the syndicate was about 70 per 
cent of the whole. If that surmise were cor- 
rect, then New York city contributed 
enty millions to the gold pool while other 
parts of the country contributed thirty mil- 
lions. In view of the fact that only twovor 
three weeks earlier the bariks of New York 
had co-operated as an underwriting syndi- 
eate in furnishing one hundred millions of 
gold for the purpose of facilitating the pay- 
ment by New York city of its pending obli- 
gations in Europe, it ‘was spoken of at the 
time as a fine example mot only of strenzth, 
but of courage and public spirit, character- 
istic of the New York banks that they should 
have contributed in about a month’s time 
one hundred and seventy millions in gold for 
the purpose of easing up the intense strain 
occasioned by the suden outbreak of war. 

It seems to be the opinion commonly held 
that some of the smaller financial centers 
will be likely to subscribe larger amounts, 
relatively speaking, to the syndicate under- 
writing than some of the larger centers. For 
instance, the surmise is general that the 
Minneapolis district will subscribe for a 
larger amount, still relatively speaking, than 
Philadelphia. It has been observed that it is 
easier to secure subscriptions of this kind 
in Boston than in Philadelphia, although 
there is no douwbt that Philadelphia’s con- 
tribution will be entirely satisfactory. 

There has been general and approving

| Japan-America War 
| Story Is Refuted 


The East and West Bureau of New 
is devoted to the establishment of closer 
lations between Japan, China and the United 
states. 

It sends the following telegram to The 
Constitution and to other newspapers 
throughout the country correcting the im- 
pression made by recent publications in At- 
lanta, and elsewhere, concerning the matier 
referred to. 

The telegram is as follows: 

“The New York American, Boston Ameri- 
can, Chicago Examiner and other Hearst pa- 
pers having published in their issues of Sep- 
tember 26, under the caption, ‘Japan®/’lans 
to Invade and Conquer the United States Ke- 
vealed by Its Own SBernhardi, an allexed. 
translation of a Japanese book called ‘ 

Story of the War Between Japan an 
United States,” and making in the editorial 
introduction certain grave charges against 
prominent men in Japan, the Kast and West 
News Bureau made inquiry concerning the 
actual facts of Mr. Nakamura, Japanese con- 
sul general in New York. 

“in reply, he gave the following state- 
ment, Which, for the sake of truth, we take 
the liberty of wiring you: 

“‘It is beyond my province to make pub- 
lic refutal of the contents of the article, but 
what once struck me as most serious was 
the allegation made that the book is not 
by one writer, but by a very powerful socie- 
ty in Japan known as the National Defense 
association and that naval officers, army 
officers and cabinet and government officers 
are members of this society; and its presi- 
dent is now Count Okuma, the premier of 
Japan, 'and its last president was the ex- 
Premier Count Yamanoto. l was ignorant 
of the existence of such a book, as “The 
Lbream Story of the War Between Japan and 
the United States,’ nor had 1 heard of such 
an organization as the National Defense as- 
sociation. I, therefore, cabled the authori- 
ties in Tokio to furnish me with the neceés- 
sary information. In reply, 1 have received 
the following cable: 

“*“The Dream Story of the War Between 
Japan and the United States’ is a trashy 
work written by a certain newspaper re- 
porter at the time when the California alien 
land question was hotly discussed. It ap- 
peals only to a few Jjingoists and has re- 


re- 


ceived no recognition by the intelligent pub- -: 


lic. During July, 1915, the publisher of the 
book fabricated the name National Military 
association and gave it as the responsible 
author of the book. Such an organization, 
of course, has no existence whatever in Japan. 
The book inserts the pictures of the premier 
minister for foreign affairs, ministers of 
war and navy. From these illustrations it 
may be presumed the transtator got the idea 
that the alleged organization is a powerful 
and influential pr ‘here are also in- 
serted in the book the pictures of the presi- 
dent and secretary of state of the United 
States.” 

“"The, above cablegram establishes most 
clearly these facts. The so-called National 
Defense Association of Japan is a base fabri- 
cation. No responsible statesman of Japan 
has had any hand whatever in the produc- 
tion of “The Dream Story of the War Be- 
tween Japan and the United States.” It is 
the work of a Japanese of no consequence, 
and does not in the least reflect the opinion 
of Japan. Whether or not the translation, 
said to be made by an American, Lawrence 
Mott, in collaboration with Hain Jou Kia, a 
Chinese, is a faithful rendering of the 
original, 1 cannot say, having no data upon 
which to pass judgment, for the book is not 
in my hands.

One thing is certain—you can never 
say Whitted isn’t trying, and that 
charge was brought against Lewis late 
in the season because he seemed to lack 
his old confidence and looked discour- 
aged. I know that a lot of ball players 
who hold iron-clad contracts did not 
try hard this year beyond protecting 
themselves. [ have seen outfielders 
deliberately stop batted balls, let them 
fall to the ground and then toss them 
back to the infield instead of trying 
to scoop them cleanly and make a 
play. IL heard Lewis accused of- this, 
but his own teammates indignantly de- 
nied it. They said “Duf’ just had a 
little slump in his’work. 

He can hit. He is one of the best of 
his kind of hitter, and is liable to clean 
up at any time with a terrific smash 
to left. He hits the left-handers well, 
and he hits good pitching. I have be- 
fore me the clipped scores of a dozen 
games in which Boston made very few 
hits off opposing pitchers, and Lewis 
in almost every case was one of the 
few who scored hits, especially up to 
July 15th.

to rise, holiday buying increase 
and payrolls to expand. in 

Incidentally, flour millers at the 
northwest are sold ahead, some mu- 
nitions plants are working three shifts 
in twenty-four hours, machine tool 
shops are taxed to make deliveries, 
and in some centers these interests are 
bidding against makers of munitions 
for needful labor. Farmers, expect- 
ing higher prices, are not inclined 
to sell wheat, although it 1s conceded 
that more would be moved from the 
northwest were i« not for wet weather, 
exports are heavy, and the world will 
need our wheat.
